Cleveland, O., Dec. 4—“ When Sana 
Gompere says he was deceived by the Me- 
Namaras he is uttering a lot of drivel end 
buncombe. It is Gompere who is fooling or- 
ganized labor. for he knew the McNemeras 
were guilty, and yet, after we bad arrested 
them, he came to Indianapolis and sat in 
conference with them.” 

This was the statement made tonight by 
William J. Burns, the detective who brought 
the arrest and confessions of the MeNa- 
mara brothers. 

“We are going after the men back of the 
McNamaras,” continued Mr. Burns, and 
the in vet iga tion will be pushed energetically 
till we bring to justice the men/swho are re- 
sponsible for the dynamiting outrages over 
the country. Enough evidence will be broughs 
before the federal grand jury at Indianapolis 
on Dec. 14 to cause a number of indictments.” 


Says Union Paid Brothers. 

“It is perfectly true that the executive 
council of the Iron Workers’ unjon voted 
a monthly fund of $1,000 to be paid to John 
J. McNamara. There is plenty of evidence 
to substantiate the charge that this money 
was knowingly voted for the purpose of pay- 
ing it to James R McNamara and Ortie Me- 
Maniga! and that it was used by them in their 
dynamiting operations 

“Have you any fears of personal vie- 
lence?’’ Mr: Burns was asked. 

None in the least,“ he said. Organised 
labor is my friend."

Gompers Denies All Charges. 

New York, Dec. 4—[{Special.)—Gamuel 
Gompers tonight denounced WilMam J. Burns 
and sald the detective's charges that he 
(Gompers) knew the McNamaras were guilty 
were false. . 

“There is no truth in whet Burne says,” 
he sald. “I understand that he says Char- 
ence Darrow told me at a conference of labor 
men at Indianapolis:in June that the Mo- 
Namaras were guilty. That is not so. Every- 
thing that Burns has said about me is falee. 
It Darrow was in Indianapolis at that time, I 
didn't know it. There were about forty labor 
men there and they didn't know it.” 

“How about the telegram Darrow sent 
to you at Atlanta two weeke before the Mo- 
Namaras announced their guilt in court?” 
he was asked. 

. “J got that telegram,” he sad. Darrow 
asked that one of certain men he named be 
sent to Los Angeles to confer with him. 
There was nothing in that telegram te show 
what Darrow wanted to confer about. Ed- 
ward Nockels, secretary of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, was one of the men named. 
I did not know until ater that Nockels had 
gone and I did not hear from him then and 
I have aot heard from him since.” 

, Admits He Is Watched. 

Asked if he knew whether he was under 
surveillance Mr. Gompere answered: 

“I know Iam. Two of Burns’ men have 
been following me since my arrival in New 
York last Saturday night. I go and come 
openly and I have nothing to conceal.” 

“ How about the statement that J. J. Me- 
Namara got a monthly fund of $1,000 from 
the iron workers’ union for which he did not 
have to make an accounting?’ 

Mr. Gompers would not make a definite an- 
Wer to this specific question, but did say: 
“The books of the American Federation of 
Labor are open to the federal government, 
to any grand jury, to any responsible person. 
We have nothing to conceal. That covers 
everything, doesn’t it?” 

Do you intend to remain president of the 
American Federation of Labor? Mr. Gom- 
pers was asked. 

“I don't feel called upon to answer that, 
he said. “ But I will say this: It was only 
recently that I was unanimously reélected 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor. Those are my credentials and that 
is my answer.” 5 


Calls Gompers “Unsafe Leader.” 

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 4—Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federation 
of Labor, was characterized as an unsafe 
leader by Mr. Miller, who said it was time 
for labor leaders “who stand on honest 
grounds" to take charge of labor organiza- 
tions.

Democratic Meet Committee Se- 
cures Big Sum in an Hour. 


SUCCESS IS HELD CERTAIN. 


G West Rules Against Presi- 
dential Primary Move. 


A start was made yesterday to collect the 
necessary fund to bring the national Demo- 
cratic convention to Chicago.’ Within an 
hour $20,000 was subscribed and the com:ait- 
tee appointed by Mayor Harrison asgerted 
later that they believed they would have 8 
Ue difficulty in raising $150,000. That, 
the railroad, ‘hotel, and convention hall f mq 
ities of this city, will be sufficient, in the 
opinion of the committee, to convince the na- 
tional committee at its meeting in January 
at Washington that the big gathering should 
de held in Chicago. 

The session was held at the Iroquois «11> 
with all five of the members present. In a4 
dition John F. Smulski, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Association ot Com- 


merce, and W. Reiss, chairman of the com- 


mittee on conventions, were present. John 
W. Eckhart was selected as temporary chair- 
man, 

The committee of five appointed by Mayer 
Harrison will enlarge its membership. A 
meeting for that purpose will be held today. 


Three Rivals in Field. 

Denver, Baltimore, and Milwaukee are the 
three principal competitors for the Demo- 
cratic gathering to date. Denver, it is said, 
promises any amount which the national 
committee will ask. Baltimore has been re- 
ported for some time as having subscribed 
$120,000, and Milwaukee is said to be offer- 
ing $120,000. 

Mr. Eckhart after the committee meeting 
asserted that the Democratic convention will 
bring 40,000 visitors to Chicago. 

“For interest and crowds it will far sur- 
pass the Republican convention,” he added. 
“ Cities the size of Baltimore and Denver are 
not large enough to supply accommodations. 
I was at Denver four years ago, and know. 
We feel convinced that Chicago will have 
the honor next year of entertaining both 
national conventions.” 


Gool on Presidential 
No sympathy is to be extended by the In- 
nois Republican state committee to the move- 
ment for a presidential primary, as demanded 
by E. B. Pletcher, representing the Illinois. 
maurgent Republicans. 
On the contrary, Roy O. West, the Repub- 


‘Hean state chairman, has sent replies to a 


flood of letters which he has received, stating 
that the matter is of no official concern to the 
Republican state committee, and that under 
the ‘circumstances there is nothing for the 
state committee to do. 

Chairman West has referred all communi- 
cations to Frank O. Lowden, the Illinois 
member of the Republican national commit- 
tee, who officially is intrusted with all de- 


‘tails having to do with the selection of dele- 


gates to the national convention and the 
nomination of candidates for president and 
vice president. . 

Aside from the political angles which are 
involved; directly, the people who have nad 
an opportunity to get into touch with the 
temper and the factional alignments of che 
existing Illinois legislature, are certain that 
a presidential primary amendment could not 
be placed in the direct primary law by the 
requisite two-thirds emergency clause vote, 
under the most favorable circumstances, 
even should Gov. Deneen include such a 
proposition in an extra session call, which 
would be the first necessary step. 


Gov. Deneen Near Decision. 

Gov. Deneen arrived in Chicago yesterday 
morning and talked with close friends. [ie 
started for Washington at 5:45 on the Associ- 
ation of Commerce special train. Postmaster 
Campbell was another conspicuous Repub- 
lican politician onthetrain. It was admitted 
by the governor that he expects to have 
some conversations in Washington which 
will determine his political course.

FINED FOR FRAUD 


New York Art Dealer Pleads 
Guilty to Undervaluation 
of Goods. 


ASSESSED SUM OF $15,000. 


Assistant District Attorney De- 
mands Prison Sentenee for 
Defendant. 


New York, Dec. 4.— Benjamin J. Duveen, 
son of the late Sir Josepn Duveen, and junior 
member of the Fifth avenue art firm, several 
of whose members have been fine d for under- 
valuation frauds, withdrew a plea of not 
guilty, and on entering a plea of guilty was 
fined $15.000 by Judge Holk -in the United 
States Circuit court today. 

Judge Holt imposed the fine atter a scath- 
ing arraignment of the art dealer by As- 
sistant United States District Attorney Wil- 
Nam L. Wempel, who demanded a prison 
sentence. 

“This defendant by reason of bites able 
to walk in the easier and pleasanter paths 
of life,” said Mr Wempel, “ to escape 
puniphment m¥ted out to those in less for- 
tunate positions merely because he is able to 
make greater restitution to the government 
than the Greeks or ItaMans charged with the 
same offense. But the restitution made by 
him is no greater for him than the restitution 
made by the small and poor dealers who were 
caught. Many get long terme for mar or

John B. Stanchfleld, counsel for the de- 
fendant, in asking for a sentence of a moder- 
ate fine, said that Banjemin J. Duyéen’s in- 
terest in the firm was only 5 per'cent and 
called the attention of the court to an agree- 
ment between himself and District Attorney 
Wise whereby it wee decided. he seid, that 
the payment of $1,200,000 as restitution would 
eliminate the Duv from any further 
prosecution.

It is charged that the defendants have 
waged vicious, wrongful, and unlawful wars 
of extermination against other competitors 
and have driven them out of business, - 
curing thereby about 96 per cent of the cash 
register business.
